WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—

under the lend-lease program, 
had totalled $190,447,670 up to 
Aug. 31. 

Of this amount, the report said, 
$110,606.550 was for agricultural 
commodities. The President said, 
however, that shipments were still 
being made on orders placed prior} 
to passage of the lend-lease act and 
for which Britain is paying cash. 

The figure of $190,447,670 repre- 
sented expenditures for weapons 
and other supplies actually sent 
abroad, But, the President added, 
defence articles transferred, in- 
cluding some still waiting to be 
shipped, amounted to an additional 
$55,946,701, while various services, 
such as repairing naval vessels, 
added up still another figure of 
78,169,377.

Predatory Economy 


One fundamental characteristic of all totalitarian econ- 
omies is their essential unproductiveness. This arises first of 
all from their militaristic nature. 


There arereconomies of conflict, working toward an 
expansion of their territory. They can never be disassociat- 
ed from the thought of war. 


Hitler's unemployment solution is the stimulation of war 
industries. This is natural because Nazi economy is an econ- 
omy of conflict, and because it seems easier for central 
planning to operate on militaristic than on peacetime meth- 
ods. 


Peacetime production is too complex to lend itself to cen- 
tral planning, depending upon the whims of the ultimate con- 
sumer, but war production is uniform and standardized. 


Authoritarian regimes tend to expand their bureauc- 
racy. The number of uniforms constantly grows: in the 
armed forces of the land, sea and air; in the ever-present 
police, of whom Germany has seven varieties. 


There is a growing body of party \functionaries running 
all the way down to the block leader, responsible for the party 
loyalty and daily activities of a single block in each town or 


village. 


All this leads to a topheavy economy with not enough 
primary producers. 
Some slack can be taken up at the beginning as long as a certain 


amount of unemployment remains, but when this has been ended through 
increased war production, the economy from then on tends to become 


more and more unproductive. 


Totalitarianism is by nature predatory. It cannot live on its own 
resources, but must forever consume the wealth of its neighbors. 


The whole technique of German commercial policy is one of exploit- 
ing the assets of others. While the Nazi state grows ever more powerful, 
its citizens suffer continual reductions in their living standards. 

All totalitarian regimes must keep their peoples warlike and poor 


in order to hold them in line.

NO HALT 
For this reason there is no limit 
to be set upon Hitler's aggression. 
He has promised future wars to 
boys too young to participate in the 
present struggle. He has written in 
“Mein Kampf”: 

“The human race has grown 
great in war. In peace it would 
only decay.” 

Dr. Ley, head of the Labor Front, 
declared in 1938: 

“In five years the German 
woman, her rifle in her hand, will 
bear her children in the trenches.” 
At that time Europe was at peace. 
But it probably was the last peace 
any of us will see until totalitarian- 
ism is destroyed.

It does not seem likely that the 
present European war, if Germany 
wins, will end in any treaty.

One of the most disconcerting as- 
pects of Hitler's tactics is that no 
one can find out his final terms. 

All nations or groups who have 
made agreements with the Nazis up 
to the present have found that these 
simply lead to the making of new 
agreements on harsher terms, that 
there is no final limit to what Hit- 
ler may demand from his victims. 


SUSPENSE 

The people in conquered France, 
the Low Countries, Scandinavia, 
Poland, and Czecho-Slovakia 
under suspense—their present sit- 
uation is bad enough, and the 
future promises to be even worse:

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Recognition Of 
Right By Labor, 
Industry Urged 


OTTAWA, Sept. 15 — (CP) — 
Solution of labor difficulties lies 
in the frank recognition by both 
industry’ and labor of the rights 
of each other and conceding these 
rights during the wartime period 
in the interests of the people of 
Canada, Labor Minister McLarty 
said Sunday night in a Reconsec- 
ration Week speech on the nation- 
al network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. 

Mr. McLarty said it was idle to 
contest the right of labor to bargain 
collectively, but “many employees 
admit that right in the abstract but 
refuse to subscribe to it in practice.” 

Every company of sizeable im- 
portance should have an efficient 
labor relations officer who would 
listen to grievances and complaints 
before “they have become a fester- 
ing sore, and attain an importance 
altogether out of proportion to the 
cause which may have produced 
them,” the minister said. 


INFORMATION SUGGESTED 
Emplovers should take their em- 
ployees in to their confidence and 
tell them what profits the company 
Was earning and what it was pay- 
ing in income taxes and excess 
profits taxes, the minister said, 


“I have read many circulars dis- 
tributed by some irresponsible 
local of a labor organization indi- 
cating that a certain particular 
company is making a gross and 
excessive profit, but I have yet to 
read one answer in reply,” Mr. 
McLarty sald, 

The minister said he believed that 
labor was ready to give up many of 
its’ peacetime rights on the con- 
dition that these rights would be 
restored when the war was won, 

Mr. McLarty said that suggestions 
for dealing with industrial unrest 
| had been made and the most com- 
mon was that in any particular 
labor dispute it was the duty of the 
government to take drastic action 

Labor held there should be com- 
pulsory recognition of trade unions 
as the sole and exclusive bargaining 
agency for employees, or groups of 
employees, in an industrial plant, 
while industry contended there 
should be some measure of com- 
pulsory arbitration, and that all 
strikes in industry in the wartime 
period should be definitely barred 
“Both are agreed on one point alone, 
namely, that no coercive measures 
should be directed against the other 
side and never against themselves,” 
the minister said. 

THIRD FACTOR

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Canada’s Man-Power 


If Canada mustered 1,000,000 men | 
in its armed forces, it would still be 


possible to carry on all necessary pro- 
duction on farm and in factory, accord- 
ing to the Dominion Minister of Agri- 
culture. “Necessary” of course means 
just that. In the conditions suggested 


there would be little time lost in making 


or growing things not really needed. 
Old people, women and children would 
be doing the farm work and shop 
‘work, 

It is not probable we shall have to 
recruit that many men, and revolution- 
‘ize the scale and habits of living down- 
ward to this degree. But the statement 
is official evidence that we have as 
many men as we Shall be able to equip 
and as will be required, without crip- 
pling production. There should there- 
fore be no difficulty in making up the 
‘monthly quotas needed to keep expan- 
sion of fighting forces in step with 
the available supplies of equipment. 

Should there be delays in getting 
recruits, that will not be because there 
are not enough men, nor because 
enough cannot be spared from actually 
necessary productive industry. 


A Rationing System 


The Wartime Prices and Trades 
board is to take charge of the trade in 
food and clothing throughout Canada, 

e control to be exercised through a 
icensing system. Manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retail grocery stores, 
clothing stores and shoe stores, eating 
places of all kinds, will be required to 
obtain licenses from the Board and to 
operate according to the conditions 
upon which the licenses are issued. 

The powers of the Board, which will 
thus be brought into action, are prac- 
tically unlimited. By order it can set 
prices, govern the distribution of sup- 
plies to different areas, say how much 
of any commodity a purchaser may 
obtain, prescribe the amounts and kinds 
of food a patron may be served in a 
restaurant. These things the Board is 
to do, when, where and in what degree 
may be necessary to divert the pro- 
ductive powers of industry to the out- 
put of essential commodities in full 
measure. 

This means that we are going under 
a rationing system, in the interests of 
all-out production of munitions and 
necessities. Luxury making and buying 
are to be restricted, progressively re- 
stricted, perhaps to the point of abso- 
lute prohibition in many lines. Instead 
of buying what we want, we shall have 
to be content with what can be pro- 
vided when war needs have been met. 

To this abridgement of their ordinary 
rights and privileges the public will un- 
doubtedly agree willingly, and should 
do so cheerfully.

Change in War 
During the past year, since the fall of 
France, there has developed a radical 
change in the character of the war which, 


| though as yet we realize ittonly dimly and 


have taken no account of it officially, is 
having a profound effect on the minds of 
men. This change may be described as a 
demonstration that it is not within the 
capacity of Hitler to bring the conflict to 
any end, and that, therefore, it will go on 
indefinitely and interminably until the 
Allies find the ways and means to end it. 
As a result of this demonstration, there 
exists for the first time since this revolu- 
tionary conflict began a condition of 
affairs in which the people on both sides 
of the battle line have begun to ask the 
Same question and to look in the same 
direction for the answer. 

The question is how the war can be 
ended since it is proved that Hitler and 
Mussolini cannot end it and can only ex- 
pand it and prolong it. It is to this ques- 
tion that Allied policy must be addressed 
if it is to be equal to the situation which 
has been brought about during this year— 
by Hitler’s failure to make peace with 
France and even to begin to pacify the 
continent by his expansion of the war into 
Russia, by his destruction of neutrality as 
a workable policy in any great nation. 
For, having stood supreme and unopposed 
in Europe twelve months ago. Hitler has 
demonstrated to the world that he is 
unable to limit his objectives and even to 
attempt to terminate his war-making. 


Enemies Multiplied 


Outside the Axis the effect has been to 
multiply his enemies, to convince all the 
peoples that as long as Hitler exists, he 
must expand his aggressions, and that 
they will all encounter him somewhere 
sometime unless his career is ended before 


one of the portals through which entry 
could most successfully be made. 

Within recent weeks, however, there 
has developed a condition in another 
European country which vehemently in- 
vites the military co-operation of Britain 
and her free allies. 

That country is Norway and that con- 
dition is a state of unrest bordering on 
open rebellion, 

Again, if Britain is considering invasion 
at all, the febrile state of Norway indicates 
the military opportunities that exist in 
that country. 

It would almost be a shame to allow 
this great force of resentment to spend 
in futile antagonism and petty 
sabotage without cashing in on it with 
military ¢0-operation. 

Nazis Worried 

Violent unrest has been manifest in 
almost every country occupied by Hitler. 

Belgium and Holland have perfected 
highly irritating systems of both passive 
and active resistance. 

France is in a turmoil. Even the stern- 


est measures of the military and civil 
courts and the summary execution of 
hostages by the German occupational 


forces so far seem to have made no dent 
in France's growing underground opposi- 
tion. 

It is a movement that acquires savag- 
ery as it progresses. 

It began with guarded pamphleteering 
and scribbling on walls and has advanced, 
in the past few weeks, through stages of 
arson and sabotage to assaults on pro- 
German collaborationists, the killing of at 
least two German officials in Paris and the 
wounding of two others. 

Unrest, no less ominous than in France, 
prevails also in Rumania where the people 
are visibly weary of foreign war in behalf 
of the Nazis.

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he can get at them. Thus there has been 
formed under the pressure of his assaults 
the greatest popular coalition which has 
ever been brought together in the history 
of the world. But this is only one side of 
the shield. The other, which can no longer 
be neglected, is the effect of this trans- 


formation of the war upon Germany and | 


her allies. 

It must be just as evident to the Ger- 
mans and Italians as it is to us that Hitler's 
resounding victories have not brought 
peace but only a longer war and more 
enemies, Even if we did not know it from 
Teliable reports, we could be certain that 
the Italians and an increasing number of 
Germans must be wondering how and 
when, if ever, Hitler can bring this war 
to a conclusion. No magic of the propa- 
gandists can disguise the fact that the war 
is not ending, that no end is in sight, that 
there are new enemies in the field, and 
that the casualties are increasing, not 
diminishing. The Axis peoples may dis- 
miss angrily the statements of Mr. Chur- 
chill and Mr, Roosevelt that they wil] not 
negotiate peace with Hitler, But no one 
can dismiss the objective fact that, hav- 
ing conquered the continent of Europe, 
Hitler has nothing to offer the Germans 
but the prospect of more wars which have 


no end. 
How to End War 


Thus in the darkness and the cold of 
the coming winter, the question of how 
the war is to be ended is bound to be 
anxiously examined, Even if we do not 
know how to answer it as yet, even if all 
we can say for the present is that we mean 
to make very sure that Hitler cannot end 
it, it is necessary that we face the ques- 
tion. For in this war, which has become 
a people’s war, the fact that Hitler cannot 
end the war is the fatal disease of Hitler- 
ism. At the same time a failure upon the 
part of the Allies to face the question, and 
finally to answer it, will not only fortify 
Hitler but gravely impair the cause of the 
Allies. The situation, which is now de- 
veloping, will demand that Hitler's

Norway Most Desperate 


But if popular resentment is aflame in 
France and Rumania and the Low Coun- 
tries, it has reached its most active peak in 
Norway.

, General Falkenhorst has been recalled 
to Oslo from the Arctic front to help quell 
Norse resistance. 


The Nazis have had to station guards 
every few yards along the important rail- 
Toads to prevent further sabotage. 


Moreover, an attempt by the Nazis to | 


emasculate the Norwegian trade unions 
have given Oslo a reign of terror worse 
than any it has previously experienced. 
The Germans have court-martialed and 


| shot two union leaders, thrown several 


others into jail and declared martial law 
in Oslo. 

In short, the Norwegian people are on 
the very edge of a gigantic outburst of 
indignation, 

It is possible that a British expedition- 
ary force could capitalize on that indigna- 
tion and regain Norway from the Nazis, 

It is possible that Great Britain may 
endeavor to send an expeditionary force. 

One can do no more than guess. 

But something is clearly brewing and 
this may be it. 


| 
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the place where the road to peace begins, 
I think it begins with the establishment 
in Germany of the conviction that it is 
impossible for Hitler to win the war or 
for Hitler to end the war. This conviction 
can be made complete only by military 
effort which proves that Hitler can never 
win a decision, But as this conviction de- 
velops, as Hitler becomes identified with 
an interminable indecisive war, the Ger- 
mans are bound to begin thinking whether, 
if they could depose the Nazi regime, they 
could escape the vengeance which, as they 
know quite well, they-have earned. 
Right Kind of Peace 


It is to this critical question that the 
Allied statesmen will. have to address 
themselves in order to hasten the end of 
the war and prepare the kind of peace 
they have already promised. It is by no, 
means an easy auestion. For where the 
Nazis have sowed their seeds, there will 
be a harvest of hatred as terrible as any 
in the history of the modern world. The 
Germans know this and they know too 
that Hitler has implicated them in the 
crimes of the Nazis, and what would be 
the consequences. This fact, together with 
the efficient terrorism of the secret police, 
ties the Germans to the Nazi regime. 

Almost certainly these ties cannot 
begin to break until, through the mount- 
ing power of their enemies, the danger to 
Germans of remaining with Hitler begins 
to be at least as great as the danger of 
removing Hitler, But this sifuation will 
develop sooner if the Allies have suc- 
ceeded in showing the Germans that they 
can conceive of a possible German gov- 
ernment with which they could negotiate 
a workable peace. 

New Government 


It is neither possible now, nor would 
it do anything but provoke fresh terrors 
in Germany, to attempt to name the kind 
of German government with which an 
armistice, and eventually negotiations 
could be begun. But what is possible and 
most desirable, it seems to me, is to cease 
talking as if a negotiated peace were in 
itself a bad thing, and to say instead what 
in fact every sensible person means: that 
Hitler has to be fought because it is im- 
possible to negotiate with Hitler and that 
the object of the fighting is to find a Ger- 
man government with which a reliable 
and, decent peace can be negotiated. 

Such a re-definition of the Allied aims 
would produce no sudden miracle but, 
because it is honestly fitted to the question 
which will be in the minds of Germans, 
it will begin to work and have its effect 
and cause the Germans to consider what 
kind of German government they could 
establish which could in fact end the war 


| and liquidate the Nazi crimes. Then they 


might be led to consider the extreme 
desirability of deposing the Nazi regime 
while the German army is still capable of 
an orderly withdrawal from the occupied 
territory, and capable still of insuring 
some equality of bergaining power in the 
peace negotiations. And they might be 
led to consider further whether their best 
chance of liquidating the vengeance which 
the Nazis have incurred will not lie in a 
German government led by Germans who 
are known to have had no part in the Nazi 
regime. 

Such modest approaches to an answer 
to the critical question may not, one must 
humbly admit, be the right approaches. 
But that the question is crucial and that 
we must now seek the answer is, I believe, 
certain. ¢

Aged Folk on Pensions Feel Cost « 


| year ago the German people were elated 


of Living Increases 
Most Keenly

The Ottawa government has followed 
the lead of numerous railway and street 
railway companies, large industrial cor- 
porations and provincial governments in 
granting a “cost of living bonus” to all 
employees earning not more than $175 a 
month, 

Nobody yet has been heard in criticism 


| Of the new order, so far as it goes. We all 


know full well that most of the necessities 
of life have gone up in price as a result of 
war conditions. 

But the hardest hit class of al] in the 
dominion has received no consideration. It 
is the several thousand of men and women 
over 70 years of age who have contributed 
their part to national production and taxa- 
tion during their working days, and now 
have to drag out a penurious existence on 


| the miserly pittance of $20 a month. 


The man who earns $175 a month, be 
he bachelor or head of a family, pays but 
a fraction of his wage for food; the old 
age pensioner living on 66 2-3 cents a day, 
must pay nearly all of it for food alone. 
Many have to combat illness, unable to 
pay for skilled treatment and special 


Canada, which has developed a large 


| crop of millionaires and multi-millionaires 


(many of them becoming West Indians in 
an attempt to beat the death dues) has the 
worst record of all the British dominions 
in the treatment of its aged workers. She 
was the last in the field and is the most 
usurious towards her aged poor, 

New Zealand instituted old age pen- 
sions in 1899, Australia in 1909, but 
Canada held out from granting old age 
pensions til] 1927. 

New Zealand pays at the age of 55, 
Australia at 60, but Canada requires its 
aged poor to fulfill the Psalmists allotted 
span of 70 years before granting aid. 

For the fiscal year 1939, the last for 
which I have complete figures, New Zea- 
land spent $13,439,656 or $7.80 per capita 
for old age pensions, 

Australia with little more than half the 
population of Canada, in 1939 spent $120,- 
170,592 or $17 per capita on old age pen- 
sions, , 

Canada in the same year spent $28,885,- 


| 860 or $2.40 per capita on old age pensions. 


If Canada raised the pension to $30 a 
month and granted it at 65, she would still 
be spending $33,500,000 less than Australia, 
which has litthke more than half our 
population. 

Better than granting the aged poor a 
meagre cost of living bonus, would be to 
raise the pension and lower the entrance 
age to something nearer that of the sister 
dominions. No man or woman in a@ civil- 
ized country should be penalized for lack- 
ing the acquisitive gift.

defences of Berlin were such that Marshal 
Goering declared it impossible for any 
enemy plane to attack Berlin. Aerial 
bombing was only grand and beautiful 
when it was one-sided. The late Bruno 


, Mussolini found it so too, 


All of this only confirms what any 
student of psychology knows, that in in- 
volving terror against civilian popylations, 
the Nazis indicated their own weak spot. 
A neutral visitor from Berlin says the 
greatest fear is felt from the flying fort- 
resses and other bombers that attain a 
ceiling so high that they can neither be 
seen nor heard from the ground. It’s the 
terror that gives no warning that breaks 
the Nazi spirit. Isn't it true that the first 
principle of Nezi warfare is to strike a 
terrorizing blow without warning. 

I've been reading Rosita Forbe'’s “These 
Men I Knew”—character studies of most 
of the men now in the world’s limelight. 
She had interviewed Hitler on his acces- 
sion to the chancellorship in June 1933, 
when he was nervously drawing houses 
on his blotting pad and professing his de- 
Sire for peace. She was his guest at 
Berchtesgaden on later occasions, when he 
told her “It will be my duty to fight the 
next war in such a terrible manner that 
my enemies cannot endure jt. It would be 
too horrible to continue.” 

Of the British he said, “They get better 
and better the longer the war lasts, til! 
it becomes # habit with them. But I shall 
Sive you no time to get used to the idea. 
I shall strike too hard and quick for you 
to strip your cumbersome burden of 
bureaucracy. Your ministries and trade 
unions, your precedents and traditions, the 
muddjes and delays and long-winded 
talks, all the foolish inefficiencies of 
democracy will lose the next war before 
your soldiers have a chance.” 

That was in 1938, before Munich, In 
the same conversation he said, “In the end 
I shall destroy Bolshevism, That will be 
my last and worst fight. But I shall put an 
end to the Soviets. If I do not, Germany 
herself wil] perish,” 

The madman of Berchtesgaden must 
have been in prophetic mood then, His 
plans to annihilate Britain before she 
could get ready for war have miscarried. 
He is now fighting the Soviets and it looks 
like Hitler's “last war,”

Cancer Treatment 
Will Be Studied 


Members of the Alberta cancer 
commission will visit Taber on 
Tuesday, to hear submissions re- 
garding the Koch treatment for that 
disease, according to Hon. Dr. W. 
W. Cross, minister of health and in 
charge of relief. The commission is 
under the chairmanship of Dr, W. 
A. R Kerr, former president of the 
University of Alberta. 

The Koch treatment, a recent dis- 
covery, was commenced at Detroit, 
Mich., U.S.A. and its principle is 
the freezing of the area affected by 
cancer. By freezing the area, growth 
is retarded and at least temporarily 


the progress of the malady is/| 
“appeased.” 
The Koch treatment, after early 


trials at Detroit, was taken up at 
London, Ont, and was investigated 
by the Ontario commission, which, 
however, did not report favorably. 

Recently, several] Taber district 
doctors have made use of the treat- 
ment and it is reported, they were 
satisfied with its results, 


Dr. A. C. McGugan, provincial 
director of communicable diseases 
has carried out for the health de- 
pariment, a preliminary survey of 
the method and it is reported that 
abont 150 patients in the Taber 
and Lethbridge districts have 
been treated. 

The believed success of the treat- 
ment has aroused enthusiasm among 
medical men in those areas and re- 
presentations were made to Dr. 
Cross for an investigation. 

He has asked the commission to 
make the requested inquiry and to 
report to him. The proyince will 
defray costs.

The vitamins and minerals found 
in enriched bread are also present 
in many other foods. Wholewheat

Your Baby | 
And Mine |

Experience is a gt teacher | 
; when we are wise enough to read 
| its lessons rightly, And, in the many 
| years in which my chief concern | 
| has been the well-being of children 
I have seen discarded theories come 
linto favor again, because science | 
}has caught up with experience 
But there has never been a time 
—to my knowledge—when science 
has frowned on breast-feeding 
How this grandmother got the 
idea that she alone approves of | 
it rather baffles me, Every article 
| on the subject hammers home the 
superiority of Nature's own food 
for babies, 
She writes, “I 
every day and I 


read your advice 
wish you writers 
would stress the importance of 
breast-feeding” (= have over and 
over again, my dear.) “TI think our 
| modern doctors have forgotten that| 
| their own grandmothers breastfed 
their babies 

“I raised a family of 7 
jthem all. In fact 1 wet-nursed a 
baby along with my own in order to 
save its life, I believe old Mother 
Nature functions according to the 
law of supply and demand. The 
more the baby wants the more 
there will be. I believe in using 
both breasts at each feeding and 
then in three or four hours they 
will be full again and the baby 
satisfied.” 

“Feeding once every four hours 
on one breast causes the supply to 
diminish. We used that method 
when we wanted to'wean the baby. 
When the modern mother hasn't 
enough of a supply she supplements 
with a bottle. This doesn't agree 
and then she weans the baby. 

“I am called all but crazy for my 
ideas and told that nobody agrees 
with me. But I am so anxious that 
my niece shall nurse her baby and 
I believe women could show their 
patriotism by nursing th®ir babies 
as their grandmothers did.” 

I think we should try to see all 
sides of a question, You are stress- 
ing all the good points of nursing 


and ignoring all its failures, I 
agree with all your premises and 
have advocated them repeatedly. 


Stripping the breast at each feeding 
does increase the supply (that de- 
mand principle you spoke of) and 
this is possible at whatever interval 
the mother nurses, and whether she 
uses one or both breasts. 

The best pediatricians strive to 
help a young mother be successful 
at breast feeding, Her failure is due, 
in part, to the age in which she 
lives and the nervous and social 
demands made upon her time and 
energy. 

The grandmothers continued to 
nurse their babies, though obviously 


they were poor providers, was not 
always a virtue, They knew noth- 
ing else to do. The study of the 


science of feeding children is hardly 
more than 30 years old. 


With modern formulas as good 
as they are today, the young 
mother with a waning breast sup- 
ply is fortunate that she can fall 
back upon them with confidence. 
This doesn't mean to imply that 
artificial feedings are superior to 


breast feeding, but they are an 
adequate substitute,
